Sedition —What It Is 
And What It Is Not 


The 10 men arraigned in Mont 
real under the War Measures Act 
and charged with seditious conspir 
acy or other crimes of sedition aré > 
liable to a maximum of 14 years 
imprisonment if found gullty, 


Under the Crinimal Code of 
Canada, seditious conspiracy is an 
“agreement between two or more 
persons to carry out a—seditious 
intention,” 


Seditious intention, “without 
limiting the generality of the mean- 
ing of the expression,” is defined by 
Martin's Criminal _Code,- 1969, —a 
standard text of Canadian law, as 
being comniitted by anyone who: 


@ Teaches or advocates thé use, 
“without the authority of law, . of 
force as a means of accomplishing a 
governmental change within Can- 
ada;” Se 


@ —Or publishes-or-eireulates-any 
writing which advocates the same, 


_ Although the use of force, both 
Jawful and unlawful, is deali with in 
some 25 different contexts within the 
Criminal Code, there does not appear 
TO be an exact or immediate legal 
definition of what constitutes force, 


Martin’s Criminal Code quotes 
from the judgment following a 1923 
case involving sedition and the Act 
Respecting Communistic Propaganda 
in which the presiding judge said: 


“The aid of the statute is, by 
means of penalties, to prevent what 
is considered a poisoning of men’s 
minds, to shield the individual from 


exposure to dangerous ideas, to 
protect him, in short, from his: own 
thinking propensities, There is 


nothing of civil rights in this; it is to 
curtail or proseribe these freedoms 
which the majority so far consider to 
be the condition of social cohesion 
and its ultimate stabilizing force.”

We have seen in the recent 
controversies over the Reid- proposal 
for a highrise complex on the Inner 
Harbor’ waterfront, and the city 
council's variations in first, second 
and third looks at the plan, evidence 
that official Victoria has not yet 
settled on: a firm progrant for the 
future development of the Inner 
Harbor’ The same lack of decision 


has been exhibited in the clty’s- 


official approaches to development 
of the south side of the harbor, 
where much of the waterfront is the 
property of the city, with the CPR 
also-controlling a large area, There 
is still a great deal of doubt-as to 
what the city wants to do along 
Belleville Street, and what it wants 
the CPR to do, 


Under such circumstances it 
might be felt that the sooner an 
authoritative Harbor Commission 
was installed the better. But the 
very nature of a commission formed 
under the federal Harbor Commis- 
sions Act should maké Victoria 
charyof jumping into an uncon- 
trollable™ situation, for ‘this - body 
would hold wide powers and could 
shape the future look and_ social 
climate of the city’s waterfront with 
very little reference to the com- 
munity's wishes. 


Consisting of from three to five 
members, a Harbor Commission is 
composed mainly —-of—federal ap- 
pointees, with spokesmen from the 
municipality or municipalities con- 
cerned, It has a good deal of 
autonomy as regards local affairs. 
The Act gives it authority to 
“regulate and control the use and 
development of all land, buildings 
and other property within the limits 
of the harbor .. .". The Commission 
can buy, sell or lease land “within 
the limits of the harbor or in the 
immediate vicinity”, and if a private 
owner does not-—agree to the 
Commission's price, the body can 
take the land “without the consent 
of the owner.” 


But the powers are still wider, 
for a Commission can regulate or 
prohibit the construction -of- chan- 
nels, Wharves, buildings or other 
structures. within the limits of the 
harbor 

The exercise of 
powers—and only. the highlights 
have been mentioned—might- be a 
very fine. thing for. the city, But 
much would depend on-the- persons

San Francisco has run into a similar 
situation with Its Port Authority, 
which éxercises many of the powers 
of a Commission. There have been 
protest parades against vast high- 
rise development along the water- 
front. 

One such plan is for a 40-storey 
building on the waterfront, A 52- 
storey office building, and 20 other 
highrises, have sprung up in San 
Francisco's centre in the last ten 


years, A proposed 850-foot building’ 


will tower .over 23 other highrises 
scheduled for the next five years. In 
many of these instances the Port 
Authority has dictated plans for its 
land which are far from popular 
with many of the citizens. Would it 
be any different here in regard to a 
Harbor Commission? 

If a far-ranging plan for Greater 
Victoria were in existence — ‘with 
special attention to the sort of 
community we wish to have, rather 
than. exclusive concentration on 
what buildings are put up; with 
adequate open spaces and green 
spaces so that the growing city may 
breathe; and with planned variety 
and adequacy assured for the 
cityscape of the future — and the 
Harbor Commission was bound by 
its provisions; then the Commission 
system would be a much more 
attractive, and safer, structure. 

At the moment such a protective 
document does not exist, The body 
which the city is going east to plead 
for would, under the Act, have 
power to buy or sell, take or acquire 
lands, and organize things pretty 
much as it wished: What happens to 
voluntary or, official planning 
bodies, or to the city council itself 
under such. circumstances, seems 
fairly-evident. They wilt play second 
fiddle parts, if they are to be heard 
at all. 5 

If Victoria wants to have a 
Harbor Commission in order to reap 
such benefits as may be derived 
from it, there should be built-in 
safeguards which will ensure that 
the people of. this community, 
through their, elected representa- 
tives, retain control of the city’s 
development. The warning is clear.

Walking through any town or village in Britain on a 
summer evening when the windows are open, one can see 
the bluish sheen of the television screen in almost any 
house, It is therefore possible, if one knows which 

‘programs are being broadcast on the three available 
channels, to know what at that*moment is occupying the 
minds of the people inside the houses, 

Indeed, if we regard the continuous stream of thought 
and emotion which constitutes a human being's conscious 
mental processes as the most private sphere of his 
individuality, we might express the effect of this mass 
communications medium by saying that for a given 
number of hours a day — if the United Kingdom between 
two and two and a half hours — twentieth century man 
switches his mind from -private to collective: eonscious- 
ness, 


It is a staggering and, in the literal sense of the 
word, awful thought. The above considerations are based 
on figures for television viewing in Britain, where more 
than 95 per cent of all households possess a set,While 
other countries may not yet have reached this state of 
saturation, the ‘likelihood that they eventually will is 
extremely high, almost to the point-of certainty, 

Three different channels are available in Britain; in 
some: countries, like the United States, up to ten or more 
channels are available to viewers, Television in. the 
United States is, operated by private enterprise and 
supported by advertising, in contrast to most countries 
where it is a public monopoly operated by an agency of 
the government, of 

Taking the U,S,°as an example, it would appear that 
commercial television, offering move charinels, provides 
the viewer with much more variety, Paradoxically, this is 
not the case 

The availability of more channels in a commercially 
operated system, seems rather to restrict than to 
increase the choice for the viewer, 

This. is true because market research is used to 

~ determine what kind of program appeals to the 
maximum number of viewers at a given time, As a 
result, there are the same kinds of programs on all 
channels situation-comedy series next’ to other 
situation-comedy series; Western against Western, 
football against football,

Cut off almost entirely from 
the natural environment (as 
likely as not the drapes will 
have been drawn to avoid 
reflections on the screen), the 
children are teased merfci- 
leasly with glimpses of the 
most ineredible playthings 
ever to appear on the face of 
planet Earth 

No one explains that a 
bigger Gross National 
Product means a small Gross 
Natural Produet No one 
explains that human greed is 
the cancer of the biosphere, 

So, for openers, the blitz 
krieg of children's toy com- 
mericals blasts away the 
normal cultural restraints on 
greed, straining mightily to 
mold exactly those attitudes 
that are leading to air- 
inversion disasters, red tides, 
and land. so poisoned that 
seabs. form on bare feet that 
touch if.

Force yourself to spend next 
Saturday morning with your 
kids watching, ho ho, “the 
cartoons."' You'll see what I 
mean,

programs What is an amalgam of very heterogeneous 
material, in’a far deeper qualitative sense 

“One can arrange television material in a spectrum 
ranging from total reality to total unreality: Thus, we can 
begin with events totally unrelated to any planning dane 
by the television industry, eg-vews films or a war or a 
natural disaster 

Next are events that are still real, but foreseeable, so 
that they can be planned and in some degree pre- . 
processed by television producers, e.g. a covonation, a 
military parade, a sports event like the Olympic Games. 

Then there is a range of events that are atill real in 
the sense that they involve people in their’ real 
personalities, but are already structured and pre-planned, 
as entertainment, ¢.g parlour games or studio 
discussions, And finally, at the other extreme end of the 
spectrum, are the totally fictitious events: a play, @ 
serial, a feature film, : 

The effect of the continuousnéss with which this 
material is presented for entertainment is that it tends to 
blur ‘the qualitative distinctions between the different 
kinds of material, 


A seene from the fighting in Vietnam which shows 
rea! soldiers dying may precede or follow a-scene from a 
war play with actors simulating war; a politician trying 
te raise reat issues-on which the population is to-make up 
its mind may precede or follow a. comedian who- is 
merely using his personality to amuse an audience 

What is significant is that to the audience as a whole 
television is basically a medium of relaxation and 
entertainment, It is inevitable, therefore, that the 
distinetion between the real and the artificial tends to 
become blurred, at least subconseiously 

But the critical consequence of this is that even by 
these who are quite clear in their minds as to what is 
reality and what is fiction, the ultimate qualitative 
judgment was this good or bad television? is made 
on the basis of entertainment values, 

Thus it may’ happen indeed will happen almost 
inevitably that the real soldievs dying im Vietnam will 
be. judged as either more-or-less moving, absorbing 
entertaining, than the actors. in the war play, and the 
politician hy whether his performance was as entertain

No wonder that television

Eventually, everybody who. uses the woods, fields and 
streams for Peoreation must come to grips with a decision, 

It involves choosing a type of vehicle and shelter from the

But. the path one tends to follow should be carefully 
considered from all sides and not plunged into om some spur-of- 
the-moment whim,

WINNIPEG (CP) The university's right to 
determine “singly and solely” who shall teach is 
the indispénsable condition of academic freedom, 
the new president of the University of Manitoba 
said Thursday. 


Dr, Ernest Sivluck made the comment during 
his inaugural address following installation as the 
university's seventh president 


Speaking to some 1,400 people, including 
representatives of 87 universities and colleges, Dr. 
Sirluck said the university’s autonomy in deciding 
what and whom it will teach exists within limits set 
by government and society, 


* * * 


"It is only Whén we reach the question of who 
shall teach in the university that the requirements 
of autonomy must be stated in absolute terms.” 


"If anyone other than the university — if the 
government, the alumni, a benefactor, a profession, 
a religious or ethnic or ‘eultural association, a 
sector of industry, or anyone else has any powe 
to decide or to limit-who shall teach, academic 
freedom, or vather the facade of academic 
freedom, will only endure until that outside agent 
chooses to tise his power," Dr. Sirluck said 


Dr. Sirluck said it is a mistake to think that 
the public can be counted upon to defend academic 
freedom, 

* * * 

"It can only ‘defend those uses of academic 

freedom which do not irritate or fi ighten it,” 


For example, he said, he ‘has received many 
letters and ‘telephone calls demanding that 
the university fire professors and expel students 
who, in the opinion of the writers, have violated 
the. War Measures Act, or given support to a 
proscribed organization, 


Dr. Sirluck said the entire society would be 
affected by the loss of academic autonomy. 


“Without it, the university could never be 
anything but a. reflection of the dominant pattern 
of the society into which’ it was thus fully 
integrated. ; 


* * * 


i “One of the greatest needs for any society , 
is for continuous responsible, independent study 
and criticism of itself,"’ he said. 


“Only the autonomous university can hope to 
perform this most crucial function.”

Many Levels of Welfare Workers 


You hear a kt of talk right 
now about “welfare workers," 
I think most people aren't too 
sure what qualifications and 
responsibilities are involved 
in a social work job 

When I came to Victoria six 
years ago and told my aunt I 
was to be a social worker, she 
said, “Oh, at Spencerhouse,”’ 
She pictured me behind a pay 
wicket, I think, 

The fact is, that there were 


social workers at Spencer- 
house and. there still are 
(although from different 


agencies) and none have to do 
with money, at least not 
directly 

There are various cate- 
gories of social worker, de- 
pending on your training and 
experience, 

It’s rather similar to the 
nursing profession. We too 
have aides, and while, we 
have no actual classification 
comparahle to “practical 
nurse,"’ we do have ‘diploma 
holders" who are roughly 
equivalent to the graduate 
nurses who qualified some 
time ago and are not eligible 
at this time for registration 

As of last year, we have a 
Registered Social! Worker 
title, as legislated by the B.C 
Government. This is to pro-

With Re-Entry Problems 


TORONTO (CP) — A great 
many qualms, and uncertain 


tieg eset women who think 
they might like to get jobs 
again aller some years at 
home, 

Eligabeth Pie, pareers 


counsellor with the women's 
bureau of the Ontario depart- 
ment of labor, talks to 50 or 
60 women every month who 
are looking for advice about 
~ what sort of job they might 


get, and how to go about 
getting it. 
“Probably the most . out- 


standing feature among these 
women is their lack of self- 
confidence and of awareness 
of where they could fit ‘Into 
the work force,"’ she said,
